Finds No 1871 in Cord. 


“She was lying on her right side with her 
feet under the north end of the bathtub and 
her hands under the south end. She was not 
gagged nor were her feet tied. A corset string 
lay on the floor behind her. On the wash- 
bowl were two bottles. The girl was in a 
nightgown and was resting perfectly easy. 
‘When she said “Iam tied the doctor cut the 
cords and we carried her to room 419 on the 
floor just below where we found her—Mrs. 
Dempsey’s own room. 

„She made no complaint and said nothing 
but O, Capt. O'Brien.“ Dr. Watson asked 
her what her name was and she shook her 
head. He told me to go get her clothes, which 
I found in a neat bundle on a chair.” 

The bell captain @xplaiied that as Miss 
Gingles rolled over on her side he saw her 
relax her hold on the end of the cord whieh 
seemingly bound her hands. Later he exam- 
oan the cord and asserts he found no knot 


Arms Orossed at Wrists. 

“Her arms were crossed at the wrists,”’ 
he said, “and were under the tub when we 
went in. They were not stretched above her 
head. Tue bathtub is only about four feet 
long, the legs are not that far apart. Her 
knees were at the legs at one end, so her 
arms were about even with her face. It 
looked afterward like the rope had been 
looped around both wrists and then twisted 
around the tub’s leg.. I am almost sure it 
was not tied, and that she had the end in her 
hands. 

She knew all about what was doing and 
had sense enough to tell the doctor what was 
wrong. Why did not she wait and let us 
find out if she was tied, and why were her 
arms and legs under the bathtub instead of 
at the side of the tub legs, where any one 
would think of tying them?” 


Wounds Are Not Serious. 

Miss Gingles remained during the day at 
the Frances Willard hospital. At times she 
gave way to hysterics, which the nurses pro- 
nounced genuine. She was examined by Dr. 
J. E. Reynolds and Dr. B. H. Orndoff for the 
purpose of ascertaining the location and ex- 
tent of her injuries, and the report of the 
physicians was sent to Capt. O’Brien. The 
doctors contented themselves with describ- 
ing the location of the wounds, consisting of 
cuts and bruises, none of which appears to 
be serious. 

The police after receiving the report as- 
serted that there was nothing in it to prove 
that the injuries could not have been seif- 
inflicted. Physicians on the hospital staff, 
however, asserted that. although the knife 
wounds might have been self-inflicted, the 
bruises could not have been. They said it 
was impossible for a person to bruise himself 
to the extent that Miss Gingles was bruised. 

Dr. Reynolds was engaged by Attorney 
O’Donnell to make the examination of the 
girl. 

Report Madé by Physicians. 

The report of the two doctors follows: 

We, the undersigned physicians in 
the case of Miss Ella Gingles, respectfully 
submit the following report: 

Miss Gingles entered the hospital Feb. 
17 at 1:45 p. m. and was assigned to room 
212. She ig 5 feet 6 inches in height, 
weighe about 140 pounds, blonde, and 
about 18 years old. 

Physical examination: The head—five 
incisions appear above right eye on fore- 
head, one on each cheek, and one bruise 
above right temple. — 

Neck and chest—neck negative, chest 
bruised below left auxiliary space. 

“Upper extremities—five incisions on 
left wrist, one incision on left forearm, 
one incision on right wrist. Bruise on left 
shoulder. 

Abdomen and back—negative, 

„Lower extremities—incision on inner 
surface of left thigh near knee, another 
near groin, another extended on left sur-

O’Brien Thinks Letter 9 i. 
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LONE WOMAN SEES. THE DEED 


Wife, Summoned from Domestic Duties, 
Knows of No Secret Foes. 


Shot down by an assassin whose identity is 
unknown to the police, Charles J. Patzelt is 
reported dying at the county hospital from 
two bullet wounds in the head. 

The case is one of the most baffling that 
the Chicago police have been called upon to 
solve in months. Although Patzelt’s as4 
sailant was seen as he fired the shotg, no de- 
scription of him can be obtained from the 
only eye witness to the shooting. 

Patzelt. who lives at.877 Kedzie avenue, 
was on his way to a lodge meeting of the 


North American union at Stiles’ hall, Twen- | 


ty-second street and Millard avenue, when 
the shooting occurred. He was walking 
south in Millard avenue, between Ogden ave- 
nue and Twenty-second street, about one- 
half block from the hall. The assassifi was a 
pace or two behind him. 


Sees “Attack from Behind. 2 

Mrs. Mary Pillar, 879 Millard avenue, was 
walking on the opposite side of the street. 
She had stepped out of her residence at 8:80 
o'clock to call on a neighbor, and saw the 
two men across the street. They were walk- 
ing singly, Owing to the bad condition of thé 
sidewalk from slush. 

As the two men arrived in front of the 
residence of H. C. Houtz, 976 Millard avenue, 
Mrs. Pillar heard the report of two revolver 
shots. She saw a man fall to the sidewalk 
and the other fled across the prairie. 

With the sound of the shots, people living 
in the vicinity ran to their front doors. Mem- 
bers of the Houtz family saw the form lying 
on the sidewalk and telephoned the Lawndale 
police. 


Plucky Woman Remains on Scene. 
Mrs. Pillar remained at the side of the 


, wounded man until the arrival of the patrol 


wagon. She related what she had seen, but 
said she was unable to give a description of 
the man who fired the shots. 

When asked if the men had been talking as 
they walked toward the lodge hall, she said 
she did not hear their voices. 

The wounded man’s identity was not 
learned until his clothing was searched at 
the county hospital. Among other papers 
found on him was a card of the Royal 
League, Douglas Park council, No. 17, of 
which he also was a member. 


From Domestic Peace to Tragedy. 

On learning his identity detectives of the 
Lawndale station hastened to Patzelt’s resi- 
dence. There his wife was found putting her 
two children to bed. She was informed of 
the shooting, and the detectives accompanied 
her to the hospital. 

Patzelt was on the operating table when his 
heartbroken wife arrived. The surgeons 
had found two bullet holes in the back of 
the head about two inches apart. The hair 
was powder burned, indicating that 
the revolver was held close to the 
victim's head. No attempt was 
made to probe for the bullets, 
as his condition, the surgeon said, was hope- 
less. 

Patzelt is an officer in the North American 
Union. The police are working on the theo- 
ry that he was shot down by some one who 
Knew him.

Eloentionist Finds Voeal Menace in 
Wear and Tear on Nerves.

Lose Our Beauty by Facial Twists. 

Even our countenances are getting 
„ gpolled in our excited efforts to be em- 
phatic, Mr. Riddle amplified on his theme, 

„For the high pitch fails in emphasis and 
we seek to reinforce it with exaggerated 
facial contortions,” he continued. Then, 
too, we use catch phrases and superlative 
adjectives with accompanying expressions 
of countenance in trying to emphasize our 
point. 

“The reason for our affliction extends into 
the roots of our nature. It is based on our 
extreme haste and impatience. We wil! not 
pause to restrain ourselves to the extent of 
speaking slowly and in a low pitch. 

“And the only way to end this national 
affliction is to begin on the young. Tell the 
children that it is not masculine to pitch 
their voices as high as little sister’s, and it 
will follow as the night the day that little sis- 
ter will imitate the masculine example. 

„To be able to sit in one's office, a man of 
affairs, and all day long to say to the stream 
of visitors in a controlled, low pitchéd voice, 
‘No, I don't care to go into that’; ‘ Thank 
you, I will take no shares in this—euch a 
faculty is as great a luxury to possess as a 
steam yacht to him who measures his posses- 
sions in terms of health.”

Charitable institutions — Administration 
bills asking for an increase of $1,689,000 over 
the last appropriation for the improvement 
of the asylums and state schools, introduced 
in both houses. 

Bills in Regard to Courts. 

Courts.—Resolution calling on the Circuit 
judges to obey the constitution and report 
to the general assembly the number df days 
on which they have held court in the different 
counties of their districts, passed by the 
house, numerous legislators being of the opin- 
jon that there would be no need of creating 
additional circuits if all the judges were 
working energetically. 
Courts (continued).—Bills providing for 
state publication of Sup and Appellate 
court reports and making a salaried position 
for the reporters of the two courts, intro- 
duced in the senate. 
Labor.—Resolution memoralizing congress 
to endeavor to give greater security to mine 
workers through the establishment of a de- 
partment of mines, already passed by the 
senate, adopted by the house, and eight bills 
designed to give ter protection to IIli- 
nois miners int uced in the senate. 

Schools.— Bill providing for the adoption of 
uniform text books and establishing maxi- 
mum prices for them, introduced in the sen- 


ate. 
Mine Accidents Prompt Bills. 

Recent mine accidents, especially in I- 
nois, produced the bills which Senator Gard- 
ner introduced, all being intended to protect 
the health and safety of mine workers, mak-_ 
ing provisign for the ventilation of mines, 
for the protection of the men in carriages, 
and at the hoists, for the inspection of timber 
and props, for fire protection, making it the 
duty of shot flrers to charge and all the 
firing of blasts in mines, increasing the du- 
ties of mine examiners, and regulating the 
firing of blasts. 

One of the Gardner bills provides that it 
shall be the duty of the mine manager to as- 
sign one competent miner to be designated 
as a timber inspector for every 100 miners 
employed in each mine. It is made the duty 
of the timber inspector to watch-for danger- 
ous roof conditions and to require the miners 
to secure the same. 

Another bill provides that a fire pump 
isolated from other surface buildings, with 
necessary pipe or hose connections, shall be 
provided at all mines ready for immediate 
use in case of fire. 

For State Control of Dunning. 

The administration bills for the main- 
tenance and improvement of the state in- 
stitutions include a measure anticipating the 
state control of the Dunning asylum, an ap- 

rriation of $885,740 being asked for the 
operation of that portion of the Cook county 
institutions. 

An appropriation for the establishment of 
an epileptic colony is asked and provision 
is made for the purchase of a site for a new 
insane asylum,

The Fourth ward organization has no can- 
didate, and in the Sixteenth and Eighteenth 
no petitions were filled by Republicans.

„In commercial relations the trade of one 
nation is greatest, not with the poor and 
backward nation, but with the rich and pro- 
gressive nation. The best customers, on the 
average, are the prosperous nations. When 
one nation strides forward along the path of 
civilization, as a rule that progress means 
the uplifting of nations generally. 


Each to Profit by Others’ Wisdom. 

„ne movement you are beginning, of na- 
tional codperation for the conservation of 
national and international resources, marks 
another stage in the advance along these 
lines. Each nation will be left absolutely 
free, of course, to exercise its own wisdom 
in doing with the things that concern itself, 
but it will be given the chance to profit by 
the wisdom of other nations. 8 

„ With nations whose boundaries march 
along a great extent of land frontier, as with 
Canada, the United States, and Mexico, there 
are necessarily large tracts of land in which 
the welfare of the people depends upon the 
action not only of that country, but of the 
neighboring country. This of. course is 
especially true where our streams are con- 
cerned. You cannot cut down the forests 
on the head waters of an international stream 
without having it hurt both nations.

“The question of making radical reduc- 
tions all along the line in finished products 
with the exception of steel rails is being 
given serious consideration, and it may be 
that a decision may be announced at any 
moment. The impression had been wide- 
spread that it would not be until the proposals 
of the ways and mean committee were 
known, toward the middle of next month, 
that an adjustment of prices would be un- 
dertaken. There seems.to bea disposition in 
some quarters to put aside any consideration 
of the tariff and deal with the situation on the 
basis of trade conditions. 

“The New York Central system has vir- 
tually placed orders for steel rails which are 
estimated to aggregate from 85,000 to 90,000 
tons. Of this the Illinois Steel company has 
booked 28,100 tons, the Carnegie Steel com- 
pany about 19,500 tons, the balance going 
probably to the Lackawenna Steel company. 

“The pig iron markets are dull in all the 
leading distributing markets, and there are 
some signs of weakness. The market has 
not been seriously tested for some time, al- 
though there are a few inquiries of magni- 
tude which may define the situation. Some 
of the independent coke makers in the Con- 
nelisville district are closing down rather 
than continue to meet the present low prices, 
which are $1.00 for prompt shipment on 
furnace coke and $1.90 to $2 for standard 


‘ seventy-two hour foundry coke.”
